Home Occupation Clauses 
of Ordinance Explained

HAS DEVISED A REGULATION 
OR DEFINITION SUITABLE 
FOR GENERAL USE. 

Our firm has, for years en¬ 
deavored to formulate an ade¬ 
quate approach to the matter. 
We have made many careful 
surveys and studies of various 
applications of different regu¬ 
lations and definitions and 
have concluded that the matter 
must be determined on a basis 
of local policy or desires in 
each instance. This does not 
mean that no control is neces¬ 
sary but merely that the deter¬ 
mination, in the minds of the 
citizens in a community, of 
when a home occupation cros¬ 
ses the borderline and becomes 
a business enterprise varies 
community to community. 

The more provincial or rural 
an area, the more flexible the 
determination of where the bor¬ 
der line begins. The more ur¬ 
banized an area becomes the 
more limited the diiinition be¬ 
comes. This premise is almost 
axiomatic and a review of oth¬ 
er ordinances and court cases 


relative thereto will bear this 
out. Man's intolerance of man 
as he is brought more closely 
together has prompted the ne¬ 
cessity for regulations being 
constantly imposed in an in¬ 
creasing amount of control the 
overt acts of man, and the 
question of home occupation is 
an example in point. 

The restrictions placed on 
home occupations are not for 
the purpose of depriving any¬ 
one of the right to make a liv¬ 
ing but rather, for the purpose 
of protecting residential envi¬ 
ronment and values. Experi¬ 
ence has proved that when 
home occupations are permit¬ 
ted beyond a certain point in 
urban areas a conflict of in¬ 
terests always arises between 
the residential use and the con¬ 
flicting home occupation, with 
a result that is usually dam¬ 
aging to the residential use. 
The zoning ordinance as it 
presently exists permits—

Mr. Toynbee. I believe that - 
the grace of God, expressed by 
man, will — not might — bring 
about this miracle.

He did not coun¬ 
ter with a bigger sword, strong, 
er armor or greater skill with 
the weapons of the world’s 
forging. Rather did he turn 
aside from all these to the one 
source of power that he knew 
and loved and trusted. 

”~Going forth to do battle with 
Goliath he cried, “Thou comest 
to me with a sword, and with 
a spear, and with a shield; but 
I come to thee in the name of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of 
the armies of Israel, whom 
thou has defied.” 

And in the name of that God, 
three smooth stones and a sling 
won the battle that material 
means alone might—and prob¬ 
ably would—have lost. 

Friday is the World Day of 
Prayer. It will begin on the Ton¬ 
ga Islands, west of the date 
line, when Queen Salote leads 
her subjects in prayer. It will 
continue through the day in 
125 countries around the world, 
closing with services on St. 
Lawrence Island in Alaska. It 
will be observed here in Sierra 
Madre. 

And it is a good thing thus 
to bring into focus the tremend¬ 
ous power and value of prayer. -

Editor

Sierra Madre News 
Gentlemen: 

Today I accepted your pub¬ 
lished invitation of Mr. K. Ka- 
licka (of the Whitney Consult¬ 
ants) to "study and make in¬ 
quiry into matters being pre¬ 
sented.” I singled out the 
“Home Occupation Section” 
which “got rigorous treatment” 
in your headlines last week. 

The available records of the 
activities and business of the 
local Planning Commission 
date back for three years and 
show only one case where the 
Planning Commission was con¬ 
cerned with a possible “Home 
Occupation” problem. He had 
One-Horsepower too much 
(which was removed) and was 
assured that no complaint had 
been registered, rather that the 
Planning Commission wanted 
to be sure that he knew the 
law and was operating within 
it. 

The records of the Police De¬ 
partment listed six inquiries 
into possible Home Industry 
zoning violations in the year 
1954 (one inquiry every two 
months, average). Three of 
these were reduced and three 
were not in violation. 

Apparently the Consultants 
would like to have more indus¬ 
try, more taxable Industrial 
Income, or both of these, in Si- . 
erra Madre. (They are recom¬ 
mending “lot wise” a 40% in¬ 
crease in M-l Industrial prop¬ 
erty). Perhaps we should re¬ 
mind them again and again 
that Sierra Madre’s Stable and 
Successful Industry (that which 
has survived years of depres¬ 
sion, changing national econ¬ 
omy and seasonal layoff) is 
home grown, all of it. If they 
want more of the same they 
will have to “cultivate” it here. 
The Tax-paying Industry in Si» 
erra Madre today is yesterday’s 
“Home Occupation,” yester¬ 
day's “backyard shop” or "liv¬ 
ing room studio.” 

As far as the “Home Occupa¬ 
tion” part of the new Zoning 
regulations are concerned, 
“Where there is no trouble, 
let’s not make trouble!” If we 
want Industry in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, "Why kill the Goose?” It 
may have a few more Golden 
Eggs” to lay!

Many Sierra Madreans do not 
know that this city once re¬ 
ceived a national award, a sil¬ 
ver cup, from the American 
Red Cross as the banner town 
in the nation supporting that 
organization. That is some¬ 
thing of which we may be 
very proud, for nothing is more 
truly American and more truly 
patriotic than the Red Cross. 

In peace or In war, In earth¬ 
quake or in epidemic, in fire 
or in flood—as Sierra Madre 
saw last winter—the Red Cross 
always gets there fustest with 
the mostest. When hundreds 
of our citizens had to evacuate 
their homes because of fire and 
flood peril it was the Red Cross 
which housed and fed them, as 
well as all the firefighters, the 
first two days, and served the 


local firefighters and flood 
fighters throughout the crisis. 
After the first two days the 
Federal government took over 
responsibility for the Forest 
Service employes but the local 
Red Cross still served the 
others. If there were a Civilian 
Defense crisis tomorrow it 
would be the Red Cross again 
which would be readiest to 
save many of us from disaster. 
* * * 

In World War I, I saw the 
great services of the Red Cross 
to our fighting men overseas, 
and in World War II my four 
sons, one of whom was a pris¬ 
oner of war and another of 
whom was wounded and hos¬ 
pitalized, often had reason to be 
thankful for the Red Cross. In¬ 
deed, the POW, who was 
wounded when captured in 
Italy, well might have died 
without it. There are thousands 
of boys in American hospitals 
now who would have died but 
for the Red Cross Blood Bank. 
There are also hundreds of per¬ 
sons injured in accidents dally 
who might die but for the 
Blood Bank. Our own boys in 
uniform, our own relatives and 
friends, may need the Red Cross 
at any moment. The life you 
save by contributing to it may 

be very dear to you. 

* * * 

And here’s something no Si¬ 
erra Madrean should forget. If 
you are employed in any or¬ 
ganization in Los Angeles 


which contributes to AID or 
anything like that, you have 
the right to specify that your 
contribution or any part of it 
be credited to Sierra Madre. If 
you do.i’t do that, the local 
benevolt at organizations will 
get no part of what you give 
away from home. Yet if any 
member of your family needed 
any of the many services of 
the Red Cross it would be the 
Sierra Madre organization 
which would give them. 

* * * 

Next month, dear friends, 
don’t forget this: when one of 
your neighbors comes to your 
door, asking contributions for 
Red Cross, remember that he or 
she is a neighbor, giving far 
more generously of time and 
effort than you are asked to 
give. He or she is doing it 
purely out of their patriotic de¬ 
sire to be a good citizen, often 
with a zeal and a devotion 
which is inspiring. One lovely 
lady, for example, gives the 
whole month of March to a te¬ 
dious and difficult job of book¬ 
keeping for thq Red Cross, and 
gives money to it, too. Persons 
who give so mdeh of their time 
and their hearts to a grand 
cause should be treated with 
all courtesy and friendliness. 

* * * 

During the war the costs of 
the Bloodmobiles were borne by 
the Department of Defense. But 
now that cost must be borne 
by the Red Cross, even though 
it is tremendously important 
to our armed forces and our 
whole nation. That is why Si¬ 
erra Madre’s quota is $6815, or 
about 80 cents for each man, 
woman and child here. Boy! 
They compliment us highly! 
But, by golly, we can be a ban¬ 
ner town again!

the homes are licensed. Inter¬ 
ests, rather than monetary rea¬ 
sons are first. 

It is our understanding, after 
conferring with the county wel¬ 
fare department, that in these 
foster homes the number of 
boys is limited to six. This re¬ 
tains home atmosphere where 
the boys have friends and pets, 
and things to stimulate their 
proper development, rather 
than the isolation of an insti¬ 
tution where everything must 
necessarily be routinized, free¬ 
dom must be curtailed, and ex¬ 
pression of individualism curb¬ 
ed. The welfare department 
stated that anything over six 
boys in a home becomes a bus¬ 
iness. It certainly would appear 
that this will be the case in 
the proposed home. 

Dr. Schaper states that there 
will be ample supervision to be 
sure that there are no unneces¬ 
sary hazards for anyone. How 
much supervision is ample for 
the additional fire hazard that 
would be created? What super - 


To the Editors of the 
Sierra Madre News: 

In last week’s paper, Dr. 
Schaper wrote a letter in which 
he hoped to clarify some of the 
issues involved in the appeal 
for zoning variance to establish 
a home for boys. He stated that 
he does not like the term un¬ 
less it carries the idea of a 
home rather than an institu¬ 
tion. He further stated that the 
court is anxious to provide a 
home, with guidance and se¬ 
curity, not an institution. 

There has been a foster¬ 
home plan in operation. Why 
not further it? Certainly good 
foster parents are the closest 
substitute for the real parents, 
for those boys who are without 
real parental care. They are 
certainly to be preferred rather 
than institutional care. Foster 
homes are thoroughly investi¬ 
gated by a reliable welfare 
agency, and when all require¬ 
ments are met, such as com¬ 
fort, good guidance, and un¬ 
derstanding of foster parents.

or articles are displayed for 
advertising purposes; no ar¬ 
ticles or materials pertain¬ 
ing to such home occupation 
are stored other than in the 
dwelling, and provided no as¬ 
sistants are employed;" 

THIS DOES NOT PERMIT 
SUCH USES IN A GARAGE OR 
OTHER ACCESSORY BUILD¬ 
ING. The use must be contain¬ 
ed on the ground floor of the 
DWELLING.
